19. Tips 


It is advisable to modify and use the tuned 
cars after you have tried the standard cars. 
This way you will have a better idea of your 
strengths and weaknesses as a driver and be 
able to make the appropriate changes when 
you modify the car. 


When you are going round medium or sharp 
bends you will need to decelerate the car or 
you will crash into the scenery and lose vital 
time. There are several ways you can 
negotiate these corners: 


(i) Release the accelerate button and re- 
accelerate when you are at the apex of 
the corner to gain the necessary drive 
out of the corner in a straight line. 


(ii) Dab the brake button to shave off the 
necessary speed in order to take the 
corner as quickly and smoothly as 
possible. 


(iii) Shift down the gears and dab the brake 
to provide the necessary deceleration 
through a combination of engine braking 
and normal braking. 


Watch the computer controlled cars, especially 
as they negotiate corners. They usually take 
the quickest and best lines through all corners. 


Collisions are your greatest enemy as they will 
greatly reduce your speed and cost you 
dearly in lost time! 


The key to the best times on all stages is 
subtlety combined with smooth fast cornering. 
Study the stage information carefully before 


18.1 Repairing your vehicle 


Any problems that have occurred over the 
last stage will be listed with colour codes in 
the relevant box. Each box will have the time 
in minutes that is required to make the repair 
displayed underneath the damage display 
box. 


It will generally be impossible to repair all 
components within the time allowed at the 
end of each stage, so be sure to prioritise 
carefully! As you make your selections the 
Time Remaining will reduce and you will not 
be able to make a selection if there is not 
enough time to undertake that repair. 


If you decide to change your mind on a repair, 
re-select the chosen item and this will 
automatically de-select it and the Time 
Remaining will increase accordingly. When you 
have finally decided on the repairs to be 
undertaken, click on Repair and the repairs will be 
done. You will now move on to the next section. 


There are three degrees of faults: 


Green - you may continue to race with green 
faults, but be careful not to let them escalate. 


Yellow - this is a fairly serious fault which 
will have an impact on the times you are able 
to achieve. These must be repaired as soon 
as time permits. 


Red - these faults are dangerous and must 
. be repaired immediately as this component 
could well fail on the next stage resulting in 
your retirement from the rally.
